In the Guiteau trial yesterday 
Stephen English, editor and proprie- 
tor of the Insurance Times, of New 
York, took the stand.

Witness gave the circumstances 
under which he became acquainted 
with the prisoner, Witness was un- 
der $40,000 bonds charged with libel. 
The prisoner acted as his attorney. 

Gutteau frequently and noisily in- 
terrupted the witness, calling him a 
liar and perjurer. At one time he 
shouted: “There isn't an insurance 
man in New York * don’t know 
what a fraud you are.” 

'| |. Witness coftinued~Prisoner swin- 

dled’ me out of $300, and also swindled 
many poor creatures in jail by prom- 
ising to help them, and getting their 
money, and then never raising a finger 
in their behalf. 

Guiteau shouted at witness: “Why, 
I wouldn't spit on you in the street, 
you old scoundrel. III get some in- 
surance man to show you up, you old 
fraud.” 

Witness was asked if he ever detect- 
ed any signs in the prisoner of insani- 
ty, and replied: “On the contrary, he 
was a remarkably clear-headed, shrewd 
lawyer. He completely outwitted 
me. 

Warren G. Brown, attorney-at - law, 
New York, testified, he believed Gui- 
teau to be perfectly sane. 

Guiteau (excitedly)--I want to 
know, Corkhil), what all this kind of 
evidence has got to do with the real 
issue—who fired the shot that killed 
Garfield, the Deity or I. I think it 
devilish mean to rake up my character 
in all its details. 

After recess various witnesses were 
introduced, who testified to their 
belief in Guiteau’s sanity and his 
roguery in business transactions.

The Great Vienna Fire. 
New Lonx, December 10. 

Specials from Vienne have the fol- 
lowing additional details of the Vienna 
fire. The extent of the calamity has 
hitherto been much understated. One 
thousand one hundred and thirty per- 
sons are announced at the police 
bureau as missing, and assuming that 
many of them will turn up, it is feared 
that the total loss will not be much 
less than 1,000 persons, It is now 
probable that there were 600 in the 
fourth gallery. AH persons in the 
third cow of the parquette perished. 
Some persons who entered the theater 
afew minutes after the fire was dis- 
covered, remarked at the time, that 
comparatively few escaped. Two bank 
officers and twenty members of the 
fruit exchange are missing. A score 
of medical students are among the vic- 
The majority of the dead are 
hard-workers, clerks, and people of 
limited means. The Vienna fire de- 
partment proved itself supremely inef- 


ficient. 
Persons who have seen the dead in 


the fourth gallery say the bodies are 
all lying in position as they had fallen 
together, in convulsive, clinging mass- 
es. They were unable to leave the 
gallery because the doors opened in- 
ward. 


Scenes at the Vienna Morgue. 
Vienna, Decmber 10. 

The dead bodies at the morgue and 
at the krankenhause tell more of the 
terrible death which the victims met, 
than any report that an eye-witness 
has yet given. Some appear to have 
died from suffocation alone, 

Two beautiful girls are there, with 
their faces scarcely discolored, looking 
as if they were only sleeping. 

Another youthful female form lies 
there, only une charred stump of her 
peck remaining, while her body and 
lower extremities are untouched. 

Most of the better preserved bodies 
show one arm uplifted, as if struggling 
for freedom, while the other hand 1s 


clude the destroying breath of the 
fire. Others have the heads and up- 
per part of the bodies without disfig- 
urement, while the feet and legs are 
charred off. Other victims are repre- 
resented by the trunk alone, the heads, 
feet and legs being missing. 

Other bodies retain the form of the 
last desperate struggle, the features 
expressing the first cramp of agony. 
Others are fair women, some with 
diamond rings still glittering on their 
fingers, the only object by which they 
can be recognized. Some have been 
trampled to death and then partly 
consumed by the fire, while others 
have their skulls crushed in and their 
limbs distorted aod broken.

The following, from an exchange, 
may prove valuable to miners who de- 
sire to know bow much ore they have 
in sight : One cubic foot of lead ore 
weighs 474 pounds ; thus, a vein of 
galena, or lead ore, one foot wide, six 
feet high and six feet long (otherwise

There were used in its 
construction 752,000 bricks and 1,450 
perch of stone; 75.000 shingles cover 
it; 400,000 feet of rough lumber, 
60,000 feet of flooring and 106,000 
feet of clear lumber went in; 15,600 
square feet of tin were used. There 
are 1,100 feet of gutter on the cornice; 
inside are 22,500 yards of plaster, re- 
quiring 230,000 lath; 100 tons of lime 
went into plaster and walls; 20,000 
feet, nearly four miles, of water and 
heater pipe were necessary. There 
are 380 windows, using 6,840 square 
feet of glass; 225 doors and transoms; 
250 iron anchors were used in the 
wall, They run from 2 to 30 feet in 
length. There are 15,000 yards of 
paint and over a car load of nails 
There are 6 tons of sash weights and 
84,000 feet of Laseboards; 1,500 feet 
of iron-stone sewer pipes; 400 regis- 
ters and ventilators, There are 80 
angles in the outline, and there are 
over 1,000 feet in the outside wall. A 
tank in the main tower, lined with 
lead, holds 3,000 gallous of water, and 
there are 6 two-inch fire-plugs on each 
floor with 60 feet of hose. There are 
46 coils for direct steam heating with 
3 large boilers in the basement to draw 
upon. Every room has a foul air out- 
let and a fresh air inlet running from 
basement to roof. There are 6 dining 
rooms, with 2 elevators for food. 
There are 1,190 feet of hall, 3 on each 
floor. There is a handsome recreation 
room, 24 feet high, 28x46. There are 
48 water closets, with pipes to the 
sewers. Each floor is divided into 
4 wards. There are 19 bath-tubs 
and 60 Wash-bowls. There are 7 coil 
boxes, with 1,000 feet of pipe each for 
indirect heating, rough 16 big tin 
stacks 45 feet long 5x13 inches. There 
are 400 registers and ventilators. 
There are 16 flights of 23 steps in the 
main staircase. A big iron sign, weigh- 
ing 500 pounds, occupies the front fa- 
cade. It will be painted black, with 
the letters and border gilded. It bears 
the letters Nevada Insane Asylum” 
in an arch, with 1881 beneath. It 
was Cast at the Reno Foundry by A. 
Fraser, as were the furnaces and all the 
cast work. The plumbing is of the 
best, as well as the tin used in the 
roof; and, in fact, everything. The 
sills, joists and braces are all better 
than the contract called for, and the 
work will be first-class. The Super- 
intendent, Mr. Curtis, says the cost 
will not vary a thousand dol lars from 
his first estimates.
